W IND, RAIN AND SNOW. 
Snow as Low Down in the Foothills as 
Dutch Flat. 
PI.ACERVILLE, December 23d.-It has rained 
for the past seven days, and 5fe inches has 
tallen. The total tor the season is 32.32 inches. 
One foot of snow has fallen at the Six-mile 
House, and there is five feet thirty miles east. 
The weather seems to be broken, but the storm 
is not over. 
Clo v er d a le, December 23d.—The severest 
storm of the season is uow raging. Thirty-six 
inches oi rain lias fallen to date, as agaiust teu 
inches for the corresponding season lost year. 
No damage of any kind is reported. Ukiuh 
trains run on time. 
D utch F lat Sta tio n, December 23d.—The 
storm uppears to be over, making thirty-four 
inches of rain for the season, with eighteen 
inches of snow ou the ground to-day. The lat­ 
ter is melting. 
Ma r y sv il l e, December 23d.—The Yuba and 
Feather rivers keep low. They have riseu none 
to day. Drizzling weather prevailed to day, 
but uo heavy rain tell. 
C hico. December 23d.—It is still raining and 
enough has fallen to overtop the whole of Iasi 
season. The river at Chico Lauding has fallen 
several feet aud snow is low dowu in the foot­ 
hills. 
Ban B e r n a r d in o, December 23d.—In Canyon 
Pass the cut. 295 feet long, is covered with the 
debris of a land-slide. The track between he e 
and Los Angeles is badly washed in three or 
four places. In Temecula Canyon, Ban Diego 
county, the track and bridges are almost de­ 
stroyed. The Orange Division is in bad rimpe, 
and several large bridges here arc in great dan­ 
ger. The motor roads are not running ou ac­ 
count of a soft track The overland over the 
Santa Fe is tied up thirty miles from here and is 
not expected for another day. 
Carson (Nev.), December 23d.—There are 
eleven inches of snow in this city, aud between 
twenty and thirty at the Lake, Mirnmit and ad­ 
jacent valleys. All fears of a drought next sea­ 
son are dispelled. 
S an F rancisco, December 23d.—In this city 
it was cold all day and threatening. It com­ 
menced raining at 7 o’clock this evening and 
au hour later was comiug down as though it 
had not rained this season. 
Sa nta A n a. December 23d —Rain fell inter­ 
rents from S o’clock last night until 7 tbi* morn 
ing. The Santa Ana river broke over its bank 
and has flooded Newport District south and 
west of the city. San Diego creek has changed 
into the old channel along the foothills east of 
Santa Ana and is flowing through the Ban Joa­ 
quin ranch. Bridges out on the Southern Pa­ 
cific aud the California Southern between here 
aud Los Angeles. No trains have arrived lrom 
San Diego since yesterday. It has been show­ 
ery weather all day and threatening to con 
tiuue. Great loss will result from the escaped 
waters. Orange county rainfall for the past 
twenty-four hours was 3.1U inches. 
S anta P aula, December 23d.—Rain com­ 
menced falling on the 21st at 2 a m . and since 
then 1.93 inches have fallen, bringing the total 
up to 20.84 for the season. '1 he streams are ail 
bank full. The roads are in bad condition. 


ANTI-DK BRIS. 
Resolutions Passed at tlio Association 
M eeting Held Yesterday*. 
Marysville, December 23d —At a recent 
meeting of the Advisory Board, forty or mo'e 
members of the Auti-Debris Association of 
Sacramento Valley, the following resolutions 
were adopted without a dissenting vote: 
W h e r e a s, Hydaulic mining has practically 
ceased, the little that has been done during the 
past twelve months has been only by stealth, 
and by stea th it is likely to continue for many 
years to come. It cau no more be entirely 
stopped than can illicit dis illing or other crim­ 
inal practices: and whereas, the time lias now 
arrived when the Secretary of War, acting upon 
due information aud knowledge, will undoubt­ 
edly cancel his order of years ago to cease Gov­ 
ernment work tor the relormatiou of the rivers 
of Sacramento and Feather, etc.; therefore. 
Resolved, That the President and Direr/us of 
the Anti Debris Association oi the Sa<i.finen to 
Vatley be and they are hereby advised t > in­ 
struct the manager thereof to use immediate 
efforts to cause this order to be rescinded, and a 
new order issued, whereby every preparation 
for resuming work upon there rivers next sum­ 
mer shall be made, aud work begun thereon as 
soon as practicable. 
These resolutions were introduced by Colonel 
Edward Woodruff, plaiutilf iu the famous auti- 
debris suit against the North Bloomfield and 
other hydraulic mining companies. 
Dr. C. E. Stone, President of ihe Anti-Debris 
Association, says that since the passage ot ihe 
above resolutions the action taken by Congress 
iu the matter had made it unnecessary, iu his 
judgment, for the officers of the association to 
make any Jormal communication to the Secre­ 
tary of War in relation to the unexpended bil­ 
ance of the appropriation tor the Bacrameuto 
and Feather rivers. 
Congress, which imposed the restriction thst 
the balance should not be expended until the 
Secretary ot War should be satisfied that the 
hydraulic miuing had removed ail restriction, 
by its late joint resolution, calling for the ex­ 
penditure of said balance for the preservation of 
the navigation of the Sacramento river, said to 
be endangered by the break in the Yolo levee 
below Sacramento. Dr. Stone further said that 
the resolutions adopted by the Advisory Board 
had the entire approval of the officers aud Di­ 
rectors of the association. 


SAN FRANCISCO. 
Two Officers D ischarged for Uuprofes­ 
sional Conduct. 
S a n F ra n c isc o , December 23d.—Officers Jas. 
T. Hickey aud George Lilly were dismissed from 
the police force this evening for having entered 
a saloon and engaged in a quarrel with the pro­ 
prietor and forcibly ejecting him from the place 
and injuring him. 
A CLEVER SWINDLER. 
A swindler has for iome time been col­ 
lecting money from merchants, under the pre­ 
text that it is to be used in the purchase of a 
testimonial for Chief Scannel, who is about to 
be retired. The Board of Fire Commissioners 
do not desire to retire the Chief, and he has uo 
intention of resigning. 
THE ENGLISHMAN KNOCKED OUT. 
The fight between Paddy Smith, of Birming­ 
ham, England, and Denny Needham, the cham­ 
pion light-weight of «t.-Paul, in the rooms of 
the Occidental Club this evening, was witnessed 
by a big crowd. 
It was won by Needham in 
the seventeenth round. Smith’s style is the 
bullying order. He strikes hard and is tena­ 
cious. but lacks science, Needham is a scien­ 
tific boxer, ami by his knowledge of sparring 
avoidéd many hard blows struck at him. In 
the seventeenth round Smith who, notwith­ 
standing the feet that he had been badly 
bruised and Iris nose badly battered, appeared 
to be the fre.-hest of the two men, but a swing­ 
ing right hander on the neck knocked him out. 
Needham was not injured. 
PORTLAND.

Portland (Or ), December 23d.—Peter Stem- 
per, aged 22 years, late l&tt evening fell over­ 
board and was drowned.

AUSTRALASIA. 
A ustralian Federation—Surveying for a 
Pacific Cable. 
S an F rancisco, December 23d.—By the ar­ 
rival of the Alameda we have advices to No­ 
vember 27th. 
The question of colonial federation attracts 
the greater share of attention. The present di- 
visiou of opinion is largely ou the machinery 
for bringing it about. The New South Wales 
Parliament was opened November 26th, but al­ 
though passing reierence was made to the ques 
tion of iederation, the concensus of opinion was 
in favor of the preseut session being strictly 
brief and financial. 
The New South Wales Government is experi­ 
menting in sinking artesian wells in country 
districts. 
_H. M. S. Egeria arrived in Sydney November 
25th, afler u seven months’ cruise &lou? the 
proposed cable route to Vancouver Island, iu 
Sydney she will pay off and refit, aud it is esti­ 
mated that surveying operations will De re­ 
sumed about two months hence. 
A well-known Sydney trading bark, named 
the Sea Nymph, lias been totally wrecked at 
New Caledonia. The crew were saved. 
Typhoid faver is on the increase at Victoria. 
Tne Victoria Legislative Assembly has passed 
a loan bib tor t!4 MX),000, and the money is to be 
used for railway construction, irrigation works 
and «he water supply of Melbourne and coun­ 
try districts. 
The ostriches in South Australia have bred 
well this season, and there are uow 715 birds on 
the farm.

Hidden for One H undred Years—Deed 
for V aluable Property. 
New York. December 23d.—Charles Roll, of 
Newark, accidental y broke an o d mirror lour 
weeks ago. It had been given to him years ago 
by his grandfather. The glass was shivered lo 
a oms and an old age-yellowed piece of parch­ 
ment was di-closed to view for the first time in 
a century and more, as was proved by the 
nature of the document. For sevemv-five years 
Roll and his relatives have been endeavoring 
to gain additional evidence with which they 
could lay claim to a wide stretch of land in the 
M hawk valley, along the banks of the Mo 
ha^k river. 
Roll knew perfectly well that his Holland 
Dutch ancestor, Jacob Roll, had owned a large 
trac t of land there which had been abandoned 
during the French and Indian wars, but he 
never fnmd any papers by which he could fix 
the position of the land. The document which 
dtopped irom the mirror back four weeks ago 
was the imjx>rtant missing proof that the heirs 
of Jacob Ro l, of whom there arc 150, have long 
been seekiug. Having found it they will press 
their claim to the property near Schenectady, 
N. Y., valued at 56.000 000. 
The piece of folded parchment was a deed 
from the Indians to Jacob Roll, giving Roil a 
clear title to a tract of land tour miles iu length, 
along the Mohawk river, beginning in the city 
of Schenectady and ruuniug back from the 
river nine miles. The wh->le town of Amster­ 
dam is believed to be included in the Indian 
deed, as are also valuable properties of the New 
York Central Railroad.

DEATH OF n . W . GRADY. 
Demise of the B rtittent Young Editor of 
the A tlanta “ Constitution.” 
A tlanta (Ga), December 23d.—Henry W. 
Grady di* d this morning at twenty minutes be- 
tore 4 o’clock, afier a short illness. He con­ 
tracted pneumonia when he went to Boston on 
December 12th to deliver his great speech at a 
banquet given there. Since then he nas been a 
very sick man, and the doctors had given up a 1 
hope tor his recovery. His death was expected 
at any moment, and his mother was telegraphed 
for ou Saturday, aud was at his bedside when 
he expired. 
[Henry W. Grady was the most widely known 
newspaper man in the South, with perhaps the 
exception of Henry Watterson. He was one of 
the proprietors of the Atlanta Constitution, and 
was a representative of what is called the New 
South. Mr. Grady was a finished orator, and 
has frequently been mentioned as a probable 
candidate for the United States Senate. He 
leaves & large circle of friends aud relatises to 
mourn his loss.] 
PREPARATIONS FOR THE FUNERAL. 
Atla n ta, December 23d.—At 2 o’clock in the 
af.ernoou of Christmas Lay the funeral ceremo­ 
nies will take place. The family has consented 
«hat the body shall rest in the First-*treet Meth­ 
odist Church from 9 o’clock in the morning until 
the funeral hour. On Thursday special memo­ 
rial services will be h€ld at the new Capitol, at 
which all the people, the military and the soci­ 
eties of which he was a member will take part. 
'io-day all of the Courts aojourned, and many 
of the city buildings are draped in mourning. 
MESSAGES OF CONDOLENCE. 
Atla n ta, December 23.1.—Messages of condol­ 
ence have been pouring in all day from the 
North and South. Ex President Cleveland tele­ 
graphed Mrs. Grady as follows: “Accept the 
heartfelt sympathy of one who loved your hus­ 
band for what he was, and for «II he has done 
for his people and his country. Be assured that 
everywhere throughout the land warm hearts 
mourn with you in your deep affliction, and de­ 
plore the loss the nation ha* sustained.” 
Governor Hill of New York telegraphed as 
follows: “Please convey to Mrs. Grady my deep­ 
est sympathy in the loss c f her husband. He 
was a noble aud brilliant man, for whom I felt 
a warm friendship and the highest respect. 
The entire North will join with the .South iu 
lamenting the death of on.i whose services in 
the obliteration ot sectional feeling has been so 
distinguished ami so patriotic/’ 
Among other telegrams were those f om Sam­ 
uel J. Kaudall, Emory Speer, Roswell P. Flower,. 
Patrick A. Collins and Clinton B. Fiske. 
BOSTON EXPRESSIONS. 
Boston. December 23d.—Hon. P. A. Collins, 
when informed of editor Grady’s death, said : 
“ I urn s»unued by the news. He was, in my 
judgment, the most brilliant man in the United 
States. Be had able qualities, sood judgment, 
perception ot public needs and ardent patriot­ 
ism. The republic may well mourn the un­ 
timely taking off of as brilliant and patriotic 
a man as ever sprung from its soil ’ 
Jonathan A. Lane, President of the Merchant 
Association, whose guest Grady was at their re­ 
cent dinner, ssid : 
** Boston will share in the Southern sorrow, 
for during Grady’s short stay in this city he 
made many friends. 1 don’t think I ever came 
in contact with a Southern gentleman who 
made such a pleasing impression on me.” 


NEW ENGLAND DINNER. 
Cliauncey M. De pew’s Tribute to th© 
Lam ented Grady. 
New York, December 23d.—The New England 
Society celebrated to-night the anniversary of 
the landing of the pilgrim fathers. Many 
notables were present, including General Sher­ 
man, Chauncey M. Depew, Clinton Fiske, C. P. 
Huntington, Dr. Gus. Email, oi Nicaragua, aud 
others. 
Iu sneaking to the toast, “Unevolved Pro­ 
blems,’' Mr. Depew referred to the death of 
Henry W. Grady: “Thirty years ago Robert 
Toombs of Georgia, one of the ablest and most 
brilliant defenders of slavery, said in his place 
in the United States Senate that he would yet 
call the roll of his bondsmen at the foot of the 
Bunker Hill Mouumeut. To-day nis slaves are 
citizens and voters. [Cheers j Within a few 
days a young Georgian possessed of equal 
genius but imbued with sentiments so liberal 
that the great Senator would have held him an 
enemy to his State, was the guest of Boston and 
with the powers of presentation, and the fever 
of declamation worthy the best days and 
noblest efforts, he stood beneath the shadow of 
Bunker Hill and uttered opinions iu justifica­ 
tion of the suppression of the negro vote, w hich 
were hostile to the views of every man in his 
audience, and yet they gave to liis argument an 
eager and candid hearing, and to his oratory 
unstinted and generous applause. It was the 
triumph of Puritan principles aud Puritan 
pluck. [Cheers.] They knew as we know, 
that no system of suffrage can survive 
the intimidation of the voter or the falsifica­ 
tion of the Court. [Cheers.] Public conscience, 
seared by the approval of fraud upon the 
ballot, the virtue and intelligence of the com­ 
munity, will soon be indifferent to the extension 
of these methods by the present officer-holders 
to continue in power, and the arbitrary re 
versáis of the will ot the majority will end iu 
anarchy and despotism. This is a burning 
question, not only in Georgia but iu New York. 
It is that the Government for the people shall 
be by the people. [Cheers.] No matter how- 
grave the questions which absorb the attention 
and engross their time, the permanence of their 
solution rests upon a pure ballot. [Applause.] 
We forget all differences of opinion, and re­ 
member only Grady’s chivalry, put riot ism and 
genius. He was the leader of the new South, 
and died iu the great work of Impressing its 
marvelous growth and national aspirations 
upon the willing ears oi the North. His death, 
at this time, and the critical period of the re­ 
moval forever of all misunderstanding and 
differences between all sections ot the Republic 
is a national calamity.” 


ANOTHER THEORY. 
Story that Lawyer Gowen was K illed by 
a Moilie M aguire. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , December 23d —This morn­ 
ing’s Inquirer has a special dispatch irom 
Wilkesbarre, Pa., which alleges that Franklin 
B. Gowen, ex-President of the Reading Rail­ 
road, was killed at Washington by a Moilie Ma­ 
guire’who had followed him fo’r a long time 
waiting a chance to assassinate him. The state­ 
ment is made on the authority of au all< ged ex­ 
lodge Master of the Moilie Maguire organiza­ 
tion.The story in substance is as follows: The 
murderer clo ely resembles Gowen ia personal 
appearance. In order to carry out the plot suc­ 
cessfully he dressed exactly like Gowen, aud 
during the week the lawyer spent in Washing­ 
ton noted his every movement "He purchased a 
revolver, and returning to Worm ley’s watched 
Gowen. and when the latter left the hotel went 
u »to Gowen’s room and secreted himself. When 
Gowen returned the man in the room threw his 
overcoat over him and then shot him. The 
murde er then, with the aid of au assistant, 
escaped by the way of the window. The mur­ 
derer killed Gowen to avenge the death of a 
friend in the coal regions on the gallows. 
Mrs. Gowen and the immediate relatives of 
Gowen in Philadelphia have from the first re­ 
fused to credit the theory of suicide. [Gowen 
was a well-known lawyer, and was one of the 
attorneys engaged in the prosecution of the 
Moilie Yaguir«s. lie was at the time ot his 
death counsel for a railroad, and it was thought 
by his friends that overwork had probably over­ 
balanced his mind and he took his own life. 
No evidence had been noted of a tendency to 
ward insanity, nor was there anything iu his 
business relations that could lead to suicide.] 


THE REPUBLIC SAFE. 
Probable Offensive and Defensive Alli­ 
ance W ith Uncle Sain. 
N ew Y o r k , December 23d.—A special cable to 
the World from its correspondent in Rio de Jan­ 
eiro giver an interview with President Fonseca. 
The substance of Fonseca’s statement is: The 
safetvofthe Republic is assured. The people 
had long been waiting to establish a Republic, 
but the proper moment to strike the blow ar 
rived only lately. Had an inopportune time 
been selected a failure would have resulted. 
Dom Pedro was personally very popular, and 
there was personally no objection to him. The 
revolution was purely agaiust monarchical 
principle. 
Boyayana. Minister of Foreign Affairs, cx 
pressed the same general ideas. He said that- 
the fear of a succession of the Princess Isabella 
and the consequent accession of Jesuits to 
power accelerated the revolution. The people 
did not act blindly. 
Both Fonseca and Boyayana expressed a de­ 
sire to extend the commercial relations with 
the United States. 
Boyayana admi ted there was much intriguing 
going on in Brazil, but he expects no trouble. 
The Worlds correspondent, who is Kleir, 
writes: “There is much talk in the ministerial 
departments of the new Government al>out 
urging the expediency of an offensive and de­ 
fensive alliance on the part of the Brazilian 
Republic with the United dates. The Minister 
o: Foreign Affairs spoke seriously of the idea, 
and expressed the hope that it would be 
brought about.”

THE SIYER AND THE ENGINEERS. 


There is a disposition among the army 
engineers to whom the treatm ent o f the 
Sacram ento river is com mitted, to do no 
considerable 
work 
in 
fortifying 
the 
banks o f the stream. 
It has long been un­ 
derstood that these engineers do not be­ 
lieve in levee systems, because for one thing 
incidentally they reclaim lands. 
Yet, 
they all insist that if anything is done in 
th e way of treating the river it should he 


com prehensive and system atic. 
H ere is 
one army engineer, for instance, quoted by 


th e I ’ :,liner as saying that the navigation 
of the Sacramento river is a m atter of 
sm all importance any how. 
T he people 


thin k differently; but if the navigability of 
the stream be put out of consideration, the 
im portance of the stream as a drain-way is 


sufficient to demand its conservation by the 
G overnm ent, and that it may be given its 


full si ;iring capacity, and that its surplus 
flood waters may be carried off bv artificial 
drain-wavs, and that it he restrained from 
doing damage to agricultural lands. 


W e are told that the army engineers are 
opposed to any other work being done 
upon the stream than such as w ill preserve 


its natural banks from injury, the removal 
o f the snags that annually gather in the 
several reaches,and here and there a little 


dredging to remove suddenly-form ed bars. 
I t is accepted among scientific meu that 
th e army engineer is not of necessity the 


fittest of engineers to have in charge the 
proper treatm ent of rivers. 
Such work 


calls for fitness that involves special train­ 
ing. 
W e do not have much faith, there­ 
fore, tiiat the river w ill be thoroughly 


exam ined 
or 
treated 
so 
long 
as 
th e 
policy 
of 
the 
army 
engineers 
guides the G overnm ent. 
And this is said 


in no disrespect to such gentlem en. 
They 
are unquestionably conscientious in their 


conclusions and honest in the policy they 
are understood to advise. 
But it so hap­ 
pens that uien equally as em ineut in en­ 
gineering science, and more com petent by 
rea ; >u of special training, radically differ 
w ith them as to what should he done for 
the river. 
The people al.,o im m ediately 


interested do uot accept (he doctrine that 
th e navigation o f the river is o f sm all im ­ 


portance. 
It is of the highest im portance 
in the developm ent of the country, the 
settlin g of vacant land, the increase of de­ 
sirable population, the prosperity of towns 


and cities, the augmentation of the taxa­ 
ble wealth of the State and 
the general 
business of the Sacramento valley. It is of 


the utmost im portance to every interest 
in the State that the stream should not 
fl. 'd 
the low lands and periodically do 


m inions of dollars of damage to agri­ 
cultural interests. 
W e trust that the 
river convention w ill lie called, and that 


right soon, and that the people who have 
interests at slake and the good of the 


State at heart, w ill express themselves 
em pkali ally in the m atter of river re­ 
straint and restoration. 


T hat whatever the Governm ent may be 
induced to do w ill redound to the interests 
o f lard reclam ation is but incident to the 


prim e purpose. 
N o one waais the G ov­ 
ernm ent to reclaim the lands of private 
ow n ers; no one has or w ill ask that the 
F ederal Governm ent expend a dollar in 
reclam ation o f swamp lands. 
T he G ov­ 
ernm ent can never afford to com mit itself 
to any such policy. 
Y et it has improved,

GOVERNMENT ENGINEERS. 


M a jo r I le u e r a n d P a r ty to M ak e a C a r e ­ 
fu l E x a m in a tio n o f th e R iv e r. 
Major H euer o f the United States E ngi­ 
neering Corps, one of whose duties it is to 
look after the Sacrsiuento river, arrived 
Iasi evening from San Francisco, accom­ 
panied by a party of three ether engineers, 
for the purpose of m aking a thorough in ­ 
vestigation of the condition ot the river in 
the vicinity of the broken levee at the 
I’.iyr e ranch, on the A’olo side of the river. 
J'he Major was seen by a R e c o r d U nion 
reporter shortly after his arrival, and in re­ 
ply to a few questions asked, said he had 
com e here prepared to carefully exam ine 
the river in reference to the effect had upon 
it by the break referred to, whereby the 
current had been largely diverted 'rom the 
m ain channel. 
H e said he had had much 
expe-ience with break? along the M ississ­ 
ippi levees, and there was a question in his 
m ind —pending a thorough inquiry into 
the n'.st'.er—as to the advisability of closing 
the break at this lim e. 
It could be done, 
he had no doubt, but tbe expense would be 
very gr, at, and after all it m ight prove a 
wa-1 3 ci labor and m oney, as the probabil­ 
ity w as tha' the river could not be confined 
within the narrow lim its o f its levees, judg­ 
ing from the great sea of water to the west 
o f it. 
Major H euer said his visit was the result 
of instructions received from W ashington 
in response to the report telegraphed by 
Colonel M endell the other day after h's in ­ 
spection of the Payne break. 
‘'That,” said 
Mrj ir H'-uer, “ was really but a recontiois- 
sauce. 
We were not prepared to m ake any­ 
thing like a thorough investigation. 
We 
made soundings in a few places, but they 
only se. ved to give an idea of the situa­ 
tion. 
This tim e we go prepared to take 
careful m easurem ents, and w ill probably 
be occupied several days in tbe work.” 
“ And after you shall have concluded 
your surveys,” asked the reporter, “ will 
the public have the benefit of the results?" 
“ W eil, only iu a general w ay.” replied 
Major Heuer. 
“The detailed results of ray 
investigations must be embodied in a report 
to the War Department, and it would not 
he proper for m e to m ake public that re­ 
port before it reaches headquarters.”

The further consideration of the report, 
after the sam e had been discussed and dur­ 
ing which the schem e met with general 
approval, was continued until Thursday 
u e x t. 
E K. Alsip then introduced the subject 
of the River Convention suggested by him 
in a com m unication to the 
R e c o r d U n io n 
a few days ago, and by this journal yester­ 
day com mended. 
After introductory re­ 
marks, he proposed the follow ing resolu­ 
tions : 
W h erea s, The Sacram ento, F eath er and San 
Joaquin rivers are th e only navigable rivers iu 
th e state of California, and are the feeders too 
and d rain an aiea ol over 8,600/00 acres, w hich 
is a territory greater th an the states of Massa­ 
chusetts, Rhode Is'au d and C onnect.cm com ­ 
bined. These rivers a few years ago w, re clear 
and beautiful stream s of w ater, and steam ers 
anil sat ing vessels of over 1,000 tons burden 
plied up and dow n tb eir channels the year 
round. 
And w hereas, it has been through the 
neglect of th e United States Governm ent, allow ­ 
ing hydraulic m ining to be carried on to such 
an ex ten t th a t caused tbe filling of the beds of 
these stream s so th at in the w in ter tney over­ 
flow th eir banks an d destroy m illions of dollars 
w orth of valuable property, and endanger the 
lives t f tbe inh ab itan ts living along th eir bor­ 
ders. And in the sum m er m onths thev are so 
shallow (through the filling of th eir beds) th at a 
sm all steam er ot 200 tons burden can scarcely 
a;eend them , and th e ir usefulness in a commer- 
ciut sense has a'm ost been destroyed, and will, 
if not rem edied, becom e totally useless and uu- 
navigable stream s. W hereas, to restore these 
rivers to t'n tir form er condition will require 
them to be leveed, canals to be m ade to carry off’ 
the surplus w ater in w ia t.r, and other improve 
m cuts m ade to th eir channels th at wi t be too 
great an u n d ertak in g for private c ap ital: anil as 
the stream s are under the control of the United 
States G overnm ent, a id through h er neglect 
they are destroyed, it is bu t ju st th a t Congress 
should m ake the necessary appropriation to 
carry c u t th e needed im provem ents o f these 
stream s. Thcrelore, be it 
Retolved, T hat the Board of T rade ot tiie City 
of .Sacramento ask and invite the counties of 
B utte, Yuba, -utter. Colusa, Yulo, Solano and 
San Joaquin, and the C ham ber of Commence of 
Pan Fruuei-co, through tbe Board? of Trade, or 
Board of Supervisors w here there is no B oatd of 
Trade, of the various coun-ies, to appoint a 
com m ittee oi not less than five lroni said coun­ 
ties to act w ith a like com m ittee appointed 
from the < h r.m ter of Commerce of San F ran ­ 
cisco and the Board ol Trcde of this city, said 
com m ittees thus appointed to m eet in conven 
tion in this city at an eariy date, to m em orial­ 
ize and urge upon our Senators and R epreseut :- 
lives in Congress to take im m ediate steps to se­ 
cure an appropriation to carry out the objects of 
these resolutions, know mg th a t Congress has 
m sde large appropriations to rem edy and levee 
stream ? th a t w ere not nearly so inq.o tau t in 
th e com iner ial point as th e o ^ e s we w ill ?sk 
t h i s . ppriipriation for. 
The further consideration of the resolu­ 
tions was laid ov r until Thursday next, 
when a full m eeting is desire i, and every 
member of the Board is urged tj be 
presfnt. 
Tbe question of the erection of the I’o 3t- 
office building was then brought up. P u s’- 
master Stephens addressed the Board, and 
suggested that a lirger appropriation w ill 
he necessary than is now provided or asked

LONG A HD TEDIOUS SESSION OF THE 
BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 


T h e 
U lia r f F ra n c h ise 
G ran ted , w ith 


M odified P ro v isio n s—City L ig h tin g 
—P riso n S upplies. 


T he City Board of Trustees held its regu­ 
lar weekly session yesterday. 
Present— 
M ayor Gregory, and Trustees M cLaughlin 
and Wolf. 
The Chief Engineer of the W ater W orks 
reported that during the week 18,114,200 
gallons of water were pum ped, the H olly 
pum p running 163 hoars. 
A bid for lighting the city was received 
from ¡he proposed new electric light com­ 
pany, composed of L. L. Baker. J. I). R ed­ 
ding, H. G. Sm ith, R. M. H am ilton and O 
F. Fargo. The proposition was to furnish 
for two years 125 or m ore arc lights at 
$14 95 each per m onth ; the lights to be of 
2,000 candle-power, and to burn for 13 con­ 
secutive hours, the hight of each iam p to 
be 30 feet from the ground. The proposal 
guaranteed that the lights should burn 
from one hour after snnset to within one 
hour ot sunrise, and w ithin four nights be­ 
fore and after the full moon. 
A proposition was also received from the 
Capital Gas Company to furnish 75 lights at 
the rate of $17 95 per light per m outh ; 
also 200 or more gas lights at $4 each per 
m onth. 
Trustee M cLaughlin moved that the bids 
be taken under advisem ent until Monday 
next, when the contract sbail be awarded. 
M ayor Gregory taought it unnecessary to 
put the m atter cff for so leng a time. 
Trustee Wolf suggested that the m atter 
be disposed of on Thursday next. 
Trustee M cLaughlin insisted on Monday, 
and it wes so oidered. 
City Attorney Church reported an ordi­ 
nance granting a franchise to the proposed 
new electric light company, which was read 
the iiist time and laid over one week. 
Mayor Gregory reported that the bid ot 
the Bee for city advertising was the lowest, 
and the contract was awarded accordingly. 
City A ttorney Church appeared betore 
the Board and stated that an ordinance 
could not be passed that would be effectual 
in causing the tilling of low iots sll over 
the city. 
It could only be done under a 
new charter. 
THE WHARF FRANCHISE. 
Captain J. D. Roberts, of the Sacramento 
Transportation Company, appeared before 
the Board atul presented a communication 
signed by the H untington-H opkins Com­ 
pany, W hittier, Fuller A Co., Richards & 
Knox. Booth A Co., Jones A Givens, and 
A. A A. Heilhron, asking to withdraw their 
protest ai;uin-t thegranting of the proposed 
w harf franchise to the 
Transportation 
Company, on certain conditions. 
Captain Roberts stated that the slips 
would be kept open for the use of the pub­ 
lic, but the coal-bunkers would of course be 
perm anent. There would be no difficulty 
in other shippers using the slips, as at 
present. 
Mr. H olt, manager for the Friend A Terry 
Lum ber Company, made a long aud earn­ 
est argum ent in opposition to the granting 
of the franchise. He said it was asked for 
a term of fifteen year?, but who would a t­ 
tem pt to forecast the future of this city for 
th at length of tim e? 
W ho could have 
foreseen the future of Seattle. Tacoma or 
S an Francisco fifteen years ago? Sacra­ 
m ento is the center of a creat territory. It 
was a growing place, and her people would 
need more river room. H e denied that the 
opposition was prom pted by personal m o­ 
tives. The effect of the franchise would be 
to place the handling of coal in the bands 
of one firm, catting off competition, which 
was the life of trade, and by which only a 
com m unity could prosper. It was a com­ 
bination to raise the price of coal, and 
w ould give an advance of fifty cents a ton 
to the company holding the franchise. The 
city now has but 500 feet of public water­ 
front. 
Should Sacramento have 60,000 
population in the near future, the m er­ 
chants would have no shipping facilities. 
The transportation cotnpan}' would find 
it convenient to moor their barge to the 
w harf and thus shut other shippers out. 
T he free use of the slips would be all 
right, but i. a barge was moored in front 
ot them for days at a tim e the slips wonld 
be of no use to the public. If a iranchise 
were granted it should provide that on due 
notice the company should clear the slips 
so m any hours. 
Each m onth 3 000,000 
feet of lumber was bandied on the river 
front, uno any lessening of tbe facilities 
w ould be an injury to the city. 
Lumber 
had to psy taxes here, either in the shape 
af lumber or put up in houses. 
The coal 
th at it is proposed to handle paid iis taxes 
in Tacoma, and would bring no revenue to 
the city. The controlling interest in tbe 
transports'ion company is held by Ore­ 
gonians, who do not live nor pay taxes 
in Sacramento. If natural gee should be 
found here there would be a building 
boom, and m ore lum ber would be needed. 
In conclusion, Mr. H olt said tba: the 
Friend A Terry Company would agree to 
build such a w harf as is asked for and pay 
th e city $50 a m onth for the use of it, and 
h e would guarantee to find a coal company 
that would come here aud open competi­ 
tion if given the same franchise. 
But i? 
the Board should see fit to grant the peti­ 
tion before it, it should see that the public 
have the right to use the space behind the 
coal-bur,k*r3 at all times, and that the 
term of the b ase be reduced. He hoped 
the Board would take further tim e, how­ 
ever, lo consider the m atter. 
J. M. Averv spoke in a sim ilar sirain, 
and was followed by Captain Roberts in 
reply. 
Tnen W ilbur F. George made an argu­ 
m ent for the petilion, and further remarks 
were m ade pro and con by others present. 
The ordinance was then read the second 
time. 
Mavor Gregory said that, while he was 
in favor of anything that would advance 
the interests of the public and the city, he 
could not favor the granting of the fran­ 
chise asked unless it was so modified as to 
preserve tbe rights of the public. 
If the 
Transportation Company would consent to 
have (be proposed franchise so altered that 
other shippers shall not be kept from the 
use of tbe whai f for unreasonable periods, 
and perm it the Harbormaster to have full 
control of the w harf at ail tim es; and if 
the term of the leas? was reduced, he might 
vote to grant it. 
His desire was to fully 
protect the rights and conveniences of the 
people, and this being assured, there m ight 
be no serious objection to granting the 
franchise. 
Stevens thought tbe company, if granted 
the franchise, should be required to pay 
say $50 per m onth for the use of the wharf. 
Captain Roberts said his company would 
consent to a reduction in the term of the 
lease, as a=ked. and was willing th at the 
city sh u!d fiave control of the wb8rf. 
Trustee M cLaughlin 
moved that the 
ordinance be passed providing th at tbe 
term of the lease be reduced from fifteen to 
seven years. 
Mayor Gregory moved that ihe franchise 
be amended so as to provide that one-half 
the w harf and one slip shall b? kept open 
to the public use at all times and under the 
jurisdiction of the City B^ard of Trustees. 
Also, that any failure on the part of the 
company to carry out the provisions of the 
ordinance shaii 'w ork a forfeiture of the 
franchise to the city. 
Captain Robert* said the conditions were 
satisfactory. 
Ail his company wanted was 
a fair opportunity to ao business. 
_ 
Trustee W olf then moved that the ordi 
nance be passed as amended, and it was so 
ordered by a unanim ous vote. 
Recess til! 2 o'clock p . m. 
On reassembling Trustes W olf reporte I 
that the Stevens pum p at the \Y ater Works 
wa3 in need of repairs, which would neces 
sitate its withdrawal from service for about 
four weeks 
H e wished to know if the 
Board would take tbe responsibility of hav 
in s the pnm p closed down for th at time, 
and rely upon the H olly pum p. 
He did 
not think the latter could carry over forty 
pounds of fire pressure. The latter is in 
fair condition, but the Stevens pum p had 
been rr.n for more than ten years without 
repair. 
Tbe m atter was, after some discussion, 
laid over for one week for action. 
A cum ber of bills were allowed, includ­ 
ing salaries of city officials for the m onth 
o f December. 
A resolution of intention was passed for 
im proving O street, from the east iine of 
F ro n t to the we3t line of Second. 
Bids were received for furnishing sup­ 
plies for the City Prison from various firms 
and were of such contused character that 
the Beard wss unsb'e to determine how 
th e contracts should be awarded. 
Trustee M cLaughlin moved that tbe 
Board r-¡Advertise for bids, each bidder to 
be required to furnish the particular article 
tor w atch his bid m ighfba tbe loweet, ¡he 
schedule to embrace every attic.e required. 
Trustee W olf suggested 
ib st—jtig tr.g 
iron, lust m onth’s bill for supplies, am ount­ 


ing to $42—it would be cheaper to board 
the prisoners at the French Hotel. 
He 
finally movea to award tbe contracts as per 
the bids before the Board, according to the 
figures offered on each article, provided 
that no article be purchased without per­ 
mission of the Board. 
Tbe bids were all rejected,and tbe Board 
decided to itself prepare a schedule of such 
articles as, in its opinion, the prison should 
be supplied with. 
CONCERNING THE RIVER 
The Board discussed at length the recent 
m ovem ent in the m atter cf stopping the 
Payne break in the river, the result of 
which was adverse to any action in that di­ 
rection until after next spring.when tbe high 
water S'-aaon is over. Mayor Gregory voiced 
the opinion of the Board by rem arking 
that from investigation made prior to the 
m ovem ent referred to, it was found that 
there was no necessity for serious appre­ 
hension, for such cutting that m ight occur 
would be only in the immediate vicinity of 
the bank. Further, it was satisfactorily 
shown that as soon as the river falls four 
feet from its present hight, it would re­ 
sum e its usual couree, and cut away any 
and all bars that m ight form near the 
break. Nothing can be gained by attem pt­ 
ing to close the break at this or any 
o’her time before tbe iow-water period, 
as all damage that could be done by 
reason of the break audconsequentoverflow 
has already been accomplished, and any 
elfjrt to patch up the break now would re­ 
sult in its certaiu overthrow during the 
next thirty or sixty days, when the heavy 
currents of the American river are forced 
against the Yolo levee. 
The recent action, 
deemed commendable as a precautionary 
measure, should result only in the form u­ 
lation of plans for carrying out the work 
next sum m er when tbe elements and other 
conditions are favorable to its proper con­ 
summation. 
The river is in charge of Colonel Men- 
dell and Major Heuer, whose opinions 
are iü direct concurrence with that of the j 
Board—each acting upon the belief that it 
is not to the interest of either the people of j 
Sacramento city or of Yolo county to take 
any definite steps in this m atter until the 
waters have finally receded, and during the 
sum m er when the same can be carried out 
in a practical m anner. 
No further business 
appearing the Board then adjourned.

There was a lively m eeting of the E x­ 
ecutive Committee of tbe State Board of 
A griculture yesierdav afternoon. 
The principal object for which the meet­ 
ing was called was to settle the difficulty 
which has arisen over the appointm ent of 
Director George W. Hancock as Superin 
tendent of the coming Sixth District or 
Los Angeles Citrus Fair. There were pres­ 
ent 
Directors Green, Shippee, Hancock, 
Swan, Chase and La Rue. 
Chairm an Green, in calling the meeting 
to order, stated that some tim e ago the 
Board became aware of the fact that there 
was some dissatisfaction in Los Augeles 
over Mr. H ancock’s appointm ent, and a 
meeting was called, at which Messrs. La 
Rue, Green and Hancock were instructed 
to proceed to Los Angeles and see what 
the trouble was about. 
“ Fpon our arrival 
there,” continued the Chairm an, “a meet­ 
ing of the Los Angeles Chamber of Com­ 
merce was called, in which we were in ­ 
vited to participate. 
I made a statem ent of 
the State Board's position, 
aanottnciug 
that it was not our intention to prevent 
Los Angeles from managing its own fair, 
and wa9 desirous that a committee of re­ 
sponsible citizens of that citv should be ap­ 
pointed to take charge. 
I explained to 
them that Mr. Hancock merely represented 
the State Board, as tbe law requires. 
All 
we wanted to see was that the appropria­ 
tion was properly expended, that we might 
vouch to the Controller for the payment of 
it. 
Mr. Hancock and Mr. LaRue also 
spoke at the meeting, corroborating what I 
had said. 
Everything seemed tojbe am ic­ 
able, and in accordance with my sugges­ 
tion a committee was then aud there ap­ 
pointed to take charge of the fair. 
We 
then retnrned home, but it was not loDg 
before I received a communication from 
M. R. Higgins, Secretary of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce, inclosing a set of 
resolutions adopted by that body a day or 
two previous, expressing distrust in Mr. 
Hancock and requesting his removal, at 
the same time suggesting that certain Los 
Angeles persons (naming them ) who had 
been sel cted by the Chamber, be con­ 
firmed as the proper committee to handle 
the fair. This is the condition of affairs 
as they exist now. You will ob erve that 
they now have two committee down there 
—the one which was selected when we 
were there, and the one m entioned in tbe 
resolutions. Neither committee has done 
anything toward preparing for the fair.” 
"I gness they don’t want any fair,” re­ 
marked Director Chase when the Chairman 
had concluded. 
Mr. LaRue suggested 
that the only 
trouble with the Los Angries people was 
over the appointm ent of Hancock. They 
wanted a man from their own district to 
superintend the fair, and one who would 
be there continuously, and work to make 
it a success. 
“They don’t w ant aSuperintendent from 
this end of the State, that is w hat is the 
m atter,” replied Mr. Chase. 
Mr. Hancock stated that when he visited 
Los Angeles w ith Messrs. Green and La­ 
Rue, he endeavored to smooth m atters over 
as much as possible. 
“I told them ,” he 
said, “to go ahead and appoint a Superin­ 
tendent of their own ltkiDg, and I would 
confirm his appointm ent. All that I had 
to do with the fair was to see that the law 
was obeyed, in the m atter of the State 
Board being represented. 
They seemed 
satisfied with this, aud when I left I thought 
everything had been settled.” 
Mr. LaRue was confident that there wa3 
no personal feeling against Haucock in Los 
Angeles. 
It was a local afiair, and all the 
people there wanted was to see their own 
people at the head of it. 
Director Shippee said that inasmuch ss 
the State Board of Agriculture is responsi­ 
ble for the proper expenditure of the ap­ 
propriation for citrus fairs, he did not see 
how it would be possible to turn the ex­ 
clusive m anagem ent of a fair over to any 
committee or person. 
“We are here under 
oath to see that the m oney is properly ex­ 
pended,” continued Mr. Shippee. 
“Now 
can we let them manage this fair? 
We 
have to accept their accounts and swear 
that they are right.” 
Chairman Green compared Los Angeles 
w ith Oroville. “ W hen Oroville was chosen 
as the place for the N orthern Citrus Fair,” 
said he, “its committee went right to work. 
They sent their prem ium list to Mr. H an­ 
cock, and are going ahead w ithout a kick. 
They mean to have a fair. The whole sum 
and substance of it is, that tbe Los Augeles 
folks don’t want a fair—or rather, they 
don’t know what they want. Tbe State 
Board has done a great deal more for them 
than it has for Groville, and yet tbey are 
not satisfied.” 
In order to bring the m atter to a head, 
Mr. Chase moved that the last committee 
appointed by the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce be confirmed, and that that 
committee be instructed to appoint an As 
sistant Superintendent, to attend to the de­ 
tail work of the affair, aud act under Mr. 
Hancock. 
LaRue opposed the motion vehemently. 
H e said the great objection was attains' 
Haucock, and if lie were retained as Super­ 
intendent the difficulty would not be rem 
edied in the least. H e believed that tbe 
fair would be a failure unless tbe whims of 
the boom people were acceded to. 
“ Let 
them run their fair; it’s in their district, 
and we shonld not interfere,” was the Di­ 
rector’s final appeal. 
“Does not the law say that these fairs are 
to be under the direction of the State 
Board, end are we not responsible for tin- 
proper expenditure of the appropriation?” 
asked Mr. Shippee. 
“Ye?,” replied LsRae. “but we can get 
around that by appointing a committee of 
the Board to act in conjunction with their 
com m ittee” 
“ That's just what we have dene,” inter­ 
posed Mr. Chase; “ and Mr. Hancock is that 
committee.” 
Discussion now waxed warm and several 
of tbe Directors severely criiici*ed tbe alti­ 
tude of Los Angeles, while La Rue Contin­ 
ued to insist that Hancock should Le de 
posed. 
Mr. Hancock then took the floor and re­ 
lated a little incident that occurred while 
he was in Los Angeles. 
He was sitting in 
the Chamber of Commerce room aud over­ 
heard two men talking behind him . 
One 
said, “ W hatarethepro3pect3?” “Good,” re­ 
plied the other, “ we are goingto knock this 
fellow Hancock out. sure. We’vegot one of 
them [La It-ie] with us now, and we’ll get 
the rest.” 
Mr. Hancock turned around 
and introduced hint9elf and explained lits 
position to the gentlemen. They stated 
that they had been misled in the m atter 
and would not io future oppose him . 
Mr. 
Hancock intim ated that La Rue wa3 to 
blame for the dissatisfaction in the Son'.b. 
inasmuch as he had informed the people 
there that he (Hancock) knew nothing 
sbont citrus fruits and was not a fit Super­ 
intendent. 
Director La Rue was on his feet in a a 
instant and looked mad. He said he would 
plead guilty to telliDg certain Los Angeles 
people that Hancock knew iittle or noth­ 
ing about citrus fruits, and also to telling 
them that, in his opinion, the State Board 
acted wronely in appointing Hancock as 
Superintendent. 
He had told w hat he 
believed to be facts. 
Hancock 
was about to reply, when 
Chairm an Green rapped loudly on his 
desk aud called for the motion of Mr. 
Chase, which the latter now amended by 
appointing Mr. Hancock as M anaging Di- 
rec or, it s ead cf Superintendent—to ease 
the feeling of the Southerners. 
La Rue insisted that others shonld be 
appointed to act with Hancock, and offered 
as a substitute to Chase's motion that a 
committee of three be appointed, consist­ 
ing of Green. Swan and Hancock. 
At this point Mr. Hancock called the at­ 
tention of the committee to the fsct that he 
was appointed by the Board, and that tbe 
committee conld not interfere. “I believe 
that I can conduct that fair without danger 
to its success,” he said, “and will do every­ 
thing I can to make it what the law con­ 
templates it should be. 
But at the same 
tim e I don't propose that the hostility of 
one member of this Board shall interfere 
with my plans and intentions sim ply be­ 
cause he has an old grudge against me for 
not voting for him once.” 
LaRue was on 
his feet again in a 
twinkling, and war was im m inent, when 
Chairm an Green once mor* interposed and 
; insisted 'hat the substitute be voted upon. 
This interruption bed the desired effect, 
and Secretary Sm ith ca.ied tlie roll. Ls- 
j Rue was the only or.e who vottd for his 
i substitute. 
! 
More discussion then followed ort Chase’s 
I original motion. Chare ssid be did not 
retu b the i 
of Lc-s Angelí 
■aid the peorrit 
-btng tbe 
that city 


entertained ill feelings toward the members 
of tlie S ate Board, because they imagined 
that the members had prevented the Na­ 
tional Grange from spending more than 
one day in the boom city. 
“ Los Angeles,” 
he said, “ thinks it is the whole Sixth Con­ 
gressional District, when, as a m atter of 
fact, it is but a sm all portion of it. Every­ 
thing that goes to that district is gobbled 
by Los Angeles. 
I think they ought to be 
satisfied down there with at ¡east a portion 
of the earth—not the whole of it, with a 
barbed-wire fence around it.” 
A vote was then taken on Chase's m o­ 
tion to confirm the Los ADgeles committee 
and retain Mr. Hancock as Managing Di­ 
rector. 
La Rue was the only one who voted no. 
H e explained his vote by saying that be 
did not think that harm ony could be at­ 
tained by retaining Haucock. 
Another wordy war between Directors 
La Rue and Hancock was nipped in the 
bud by the Chairman. 
This concluded the Los Angeles fair 
business, aud other m atters were then 
taken up. 
A Finance Committee, consisting of Di­ 
rectors La Rue, Shippee and Chase, was 
appointed to audit all claims against the 
State for citrus fairs. 
It was decided to set the date of the 
opening of the next State Fair tor tbe sec­ 
ond Monday in September, 1S90, to con­ 
tinue two weeks. 
J.M . La Rue, of Stockton, was appointed 
as expert to exam ine the books of the Sec­ 
retary for the past two years, as is custom­ 
ary. 
The annual m eeting of the Board was 
set for January 31 ,1S99. 


LIGHTING THE CITY. 


W h at tlie New E le ctric L ight C om pany 
P roposes to Do. 
E d3. R ecord-Union- The editorial which 
appeared in Monday m orning’s issue of 
your paper does an unintentional injustice 
to the gentlemen who are proposing to 
establish an electric light company in your 
city, and I am sure the fair-minded policy 
you have always shown will adm it of your 
publishing this explanation, for you are 
evidently laboring under a m isapprehen­ 
sion. 
The gentlemen who propose engaging in 
Ihe electric business in this city are H . G. 
Sm ith, well known to all, L L Baker, 
Robert M. H am ilton, Joseph D. Redding, 
C. F. Fargo and others, m ost of whom, if 
not all, have been citizens of Sacramento 
in the past. Their names and positions in 
business circles are a guarantee that the 
enterprise is a legitimate one, for Ihe pur­ 
pose of an investm ent of capital, of which 
they are amply able to carry out. 
They desire to furnish to tbe city of Sac­ 
ramento the best of service for street light­ 
ing ct a m uch less rate per light than has 
been paid for electric ligb's, and to the 
public generally they propose lo furnish 
tbe best of incandescent lights, at the low­ 
est possible rates, which will he consider­ 
ably less than is paid at present for gas. 
These gentlemen have petitioned to the 
Board of Trustees of your city for a fran­ 
chise perm itting them to engage in a gen­ 
eral electric light business. They have 
also presented a bid for lighting the city 
for two years by electricity. 
Tbe Capital 
Gas Company also presented a bid for city 
lighting for like time, all of which have 
been laid over one week alter being read in 
open Board. Tbe bid of the gentlemen I 
represent was $3 per m onth per each arc 
light less than the bid of the present con­ 
tractors, and $6 per arc light per m onth 
less than tbe city is now paying for arc 
lights. 
Assuming the num ber of arc 
lights required shall be 125, the saving to 
the City Treasury, if the lesser bid is ac­ 
cepted, will be $375 per m onth, or $4 500 
per annum , or $9,000 for the two years’ 
lighting asked for. The rate paid to-day 
by Sacramento for electric lights is far in 
excess of any rate paid by a municipality 
in the Union that I am aware of. 
In view of the fact that the gsntlem en I 
represent are desirous of doing business in 
your city, and thereby offering healthy 
competition, should they not receive every 
encouragement from the public and from 
the press? Or, shall it be that competition 
should be throttled and the high cost of 
light be m aintained at the expense of the 
taxpayer? The gentlemen 1 represent ask 
for a franchise in the utmost good faith, 
but will not do the city lighting unless a 
franchise for general lighting in tnis city is 
granted, nor would tbey take tlie contract 
for less than two years—the tim e asked for 
in the advertisement of the City Trustees.

Bf.uges, December 23d.—Smith mid Slavin 
fought on private grounds, three xuiies from 
here. The sirngtile was for the heavy-weight 
cham pionship of Eugland. The lilends of boih 
parties squabbled i om the outset 
The Smith 
pariy seemed inclined to prevent the meeting 
and ¡ heed every obstacle it could in the way of 
bringing the men together. 
*'t the ring-fide the proceedings were dis­ 
graceful. The ling waa finally broken into and 
the tight declared a draw. 
In the first two rounds Slaviu forced the fight­ 
ing and g-:-t iu some heavy blows on sm ith's 
head and chest. 
Boih men fell together at the end of the sec­ 
ond round, and Slavin arose bleeding from the 
m outh. 
In the third round Smith ?ent a right and left 
home with telling effect, and S av in ended the 
round by knocking Smith down. 
In the iourth and fifth rounds the fighting 
was fast and turious. 
In the sixth round Slavin landed a tcrr fic 
blow on Sm ith’s eye. 
Smith fought Slavin to the ropes in the sev­ 
enth rouud when soxne of the crowd kicked 
Slavin several times. Neither Smith's nor Sia- 
vin’s seconds made protest against this action 
by the ring-aiders. 
iu the eighth round Slavin knocked Smith 
down. The ■'p: ctators again attacked Slavin in 
the ninth round uud struck him repeatedly. 
The tenth rouud was featureless. 
In the eleventh rouud Slavin again sent 
Sm ith to grass. 
1 be twelfth round was tame 
In the thirteenth round sm ith's sympathizers 
again attacked Slavin, Smith having been again 
knocked down. 
In the four eeuth round Siavin m a.de an ap­ 
peal to the crowd lor fair play. 
The sympathizers of Smitn derided him. and 
rasin g a civ ot 
Police!” bolted. Smith also 
lied, but slaviu remamed in the ring. The 
a hum of polii e proving false. Smith returned 
wi h b s to,!./vers, but the referee refused to 
allow the right to go on. He said it was impos­ 
sible to obtain fair play, and declared the light 
a rr raw. 
S avin rhov . d the effc: ts of the fight but little 
at the end oí the contest, and was as full of fight 
as at the beginning. 
DEFEATED BY TJIUUS. 
London. December 23d.—The ruffianly con­ 
duct of Smith’s In ends at the r cgside has dis­ 
gusted every lover of fair play in the kingdom, 
and the unjust uud cowardly decision of the 
referee in declaring to fight a draw instead of 
giving the >takes to Slavin, who had his man 
whipped from the start, has add-d to the ex- 
asi eratiou of sporting men. One good result 
has come from the tigat, ho wever, wnieh affords 
a good deal of consolation. The status of Smith 
as a lighter i* as definitely settled as though he 
had v o n the battle easily and fairly, or been 
fairly knocked out. as he certainly would have 
been hud the fight been permitted to go on. All 
accounts of the mill acreb that Smith was not in 
it, and this lact together with the action of the 
thugs who went to the ringside iu h.s behalf, 
will render ii impossible lbr him to ever again 
obtain repirable hacking, while every pugilist 
of reputation will be abundantly justified in 
treating his attempts to arrange a mill with 
Contempt. 
When the news was received at the Pelican 
Club not a man h«d a good word to say for 
Smith, while everyone praised Flavin. It was 
proposed to raise a testimonal fund of €>00 for 
Slavin. and £303 was immediately subscribed by 
those present.
